NEW CANADA LINE FROM PORTS 
OF EUROPE. 


Arrangements Made for a Fortnightly 
Service from Germany to the Dom- 
inion—Will Open Direct Trade 
Communication between Hamburg, 
Rotterdam, Bremen and Canada. 
Montreal.—Arrangements have been 

completed for the formation of the 

Canada line which is to open direct 

trade communication between Ham- 

burg, Rotterdam, Bremen and Cana- 
da, The new line will be formed 
jointly by the Hamburg-American, 

North German Lloyd and Holland- 

Amerika lines, end will be managed 

by a board of directors formed from 

the directorates of the three com- 
panies, The coming season there will 
be a fortnightly service of each boat 
touching at the three European ports, 
and then sailing for Canada, They 
will make St. John, Halifax, and 
probably Portland their winter ports 
on this side, running to Montreal and 

Quebee in the summer. 

The first boat, the Prince Oscar, 
will sail from Europe on March 18 for 
St. John and Halifax, and will be suc- 
ceeded at fortnightly intervals by the 
Prince Adelbert and the Wilhad. The 
first boat to reach Quebec and Mon- 
treal will be the Prince Adelbert, 
which will arrive about May 1, and 
sail from Montreal on May 8, after 
which the service will continue with 
Quebee und Montreal during the open 
season, 


French Favorable to Treaty. 

Paris.—The customs committee of 
the senate met recently in order to 
consider the report of the sub-com- 
mittee appvuinted to examine — the 
lranco-Canadian treaty. It will be 
yemembered that when the additional 
agreement was signed the customs 


committee appointed a sub-committee | 


to examine the treaty. Before the 
additional agreement was signed the 
committee had shown its opposition 
to the treaty by postponing discus- 
sion thereof indefinitely. The report 
read by M. Trouillot, former minister 
of commerce, generally favors the ra- 
tification of the treaty but contains 
eertain reservations. The committee. 
after hearing the report, decided to 
uet in accordance with the opinions 
expressed in it and delegated M. Vi- 
ger to arrange with the ministry for 


e' discussion of the treaty. 


Trouble When Castro Returns. 

Caracas.— Should Cipriano Castro, 
former president of this republic, at- 
tempt to return to the country, he 
will face the possibility of arrest by 
the government the moment he dis- 
embarks, because he has been crim- 
inally indicted in the federal court on 
the charge of having conspired to as- 
sassinate Juan Gomez, the new pre- 
sident. 


The report that Costs veonnend to 
embesh at poTdeaAUX on March 28 for 


La Guayara, has been received here 
with much interest. It is feared that 
Castro's presence in Venezuela would 
result in dangerous demonstrations 
against him, which the police and 
troops would have difficulty in put- 
ting down. 


Why Kingsmill Was Retired. 


London.—In the House of Commons 
Reginald McKenna, first lord of the 
admiralty, replying to a question res- 
pecting Admiral Kingsmill’s retire- 
nent and alleging resentment in Can- 
ada, said it was customary to retire 
captains and flag officers after six 
months’ service in colonial or other 
appointments of considerable  dur- 
ution, 

No reason was seen for re-consider- 
ing the decision in the case of Kings- 
mill, who was aware of-the condition 
before he accepted the Canadian ap- 
pointment. Officers are lent foreign 
navies for short periods only under 
entirely different conditions, but if 
the period of their service with a for- 
eign navy is protracted, they, too, are 
retired, 


B. C. in Fight With C. P. R. 


Nelson, B.C.— There has been a 
fresh development in the attempt of 
the British Columbia government to 
collect taxes on the land grant of the 
British Columbia Southern railway 
now held by the C.P.R. 

Some time ago the C.P.R. appealed 
against the assessment of this pro- 
perty and March 12 was finally agreed 
on as the date for the hearing of this 
case before R. 8, Lennie, in this city. 
In the meantime the C.P.R. has en- 
tered suit to restrain Alex. Lucas, pro- 
vincial assessor, from sessing this 
land, and has also asked for injune- 
tions against the collectors of the four 
districts in which this land lies, to 
prevent them from collecting taxes 
upon Mr. Lueas’ essinent, 


The Opium Commission. 


Shanghai. — The International 
Opium Commission has practically 
concluded its work here. 

Nine resolutions were adopted, One 
recognized the unswerving sincerity 
of the Chinese government’s — efforts 
to suppress the opium traffic, and the 
real, though unequal, progress already 
made, In another resolution the com- 
mission finds that unrestricted mor- 
phine traffic constitutes a grave dan- 
ger, and that the morphine habit 
shows signs of spreading, and urges 
upon all governments the importance 
of drastic measures to control the 
manufacture, sale and distribution of 
morphia and other noxious deriva- 
tives of opium, 


Quicksilver Found. 

Prince Albert.—Quicksilver has been 
discovered one hundred miles down 
the river from here. The place is 
below Fort la Corne, opposite 
River settlement. The mereury was 
first discovered by Indians, Samples 
on exhibition in the city arouse great 
interest, 


Elevator at Vancouver. 
Vancouver, B.C.—F. W. Peters has 
announced that the C.P.R. will erect 
an elevator for this season’s crop if 
possible. The site will be at the west- 
ern end of the present C.P.R. dock, 
near the detention shed.

President Taft Inaugurated. 


Washington, D. C.—On_ March 4 in 
the presence of a vast and picturesque 
throng, William Taft was at noon in- 
ducted into the office of president of 
the United States. It was estimated 
that 250,000 visitors crowded the cap- 
ital to participate in the inaugural 
ceremonies, <A terrific storm which 
raged, made the outside ceremony im- 
possible, The parade was also prac- 
tically abandoned. The ceremony of 
inaugurating the president was fol- 
lowed by the inauguration of the vice- 
president in the senate chamber and 
was witnessed by a brilliant assem- 
blage, 

The most striking phase of the pre- 
sidential address came in the very 
first paragraph when President Taft 
declared his intentions to carry out 
the policy of i:is predecessor, und to 
make the statement more binding with 
reference to Wall street and the great 
trusts, he explicitly mentions that he 
proposes to earry out the policy of 
curbing great combinations of 
datory wealth. 

Another cluuse which aroused great 
public interest is the calm but de- 
cidedly firm view of the new chief 
magistrate on Oriental immigration. 
He declares against “immigration 
from the Orient which cannot be as- 
similated,” but urges “fair play and 
common sense,” 

There is a note of genuine tariff re- 
form throughout the address which 
bears a resemblance to the old Dem- 
oeratic ery of tariff for revenue only. 

On the whole, President Taft's 
speech is a sane review of the great 
issues confronting the American peo- 
ple with much of the “square deal’ 


of the public utterances of his popu- 
lur predecessor.

Ottawa, Ont.—Hon. L. P. Brodeur, 
minister of marine, will move the 
following resolution: ‘‘That it is ex- 
pedient to authorize the governor-in- 
council to enter into a contract or 
contracts for a term not exceeding ten 
years with any individual or com- 
pany for the performance of a steam- 
ship service between a port in Can- 
ada and a French port, on such terms 
and conditions as the governor-in- 
council deems expedient, and to grant 
therefore a subsidy of not excceding 
$200,000 a year based upon a mini- 
mum service of fifteen round voyages 
a year and a subsidy therefore not 
exceeding $100,000 and so in propor- 
tion for a more frequent service.”

Edmonton to Fort McMurray. 


Vancouver, B. C. — J. A. L. Wad- 
dell, a bridge builder, recently an- 
nounced: “We have just secured a 
contract for undertaking all the en- 
gineering work of the Alberta and 
Great Waterways railway, extending 
from Edmonton to Fort MeMurray 
at the head of navigation on the 
lower reaches of the Athabasca river, 
With branch lines it will have a 
length of about 850 miles. It is our 
intention to place survey parties in 
the field within 60 days and this sea- 
son will see construction work well 
advanced from the Edmonton — end. 
The entire line will be completed and 
in operation within three years or 
twelve months ahead of the time 
limit for its construction. 

“A charter has been acquired by 
W. R. and D. O. Clarke, bankers of 
Kansas city, and the enterprise 1s 
backed by the guarantee of the Al- 
berta government on five per cent. 
50 year bonds to the extent of $20,000 
per mile. The capital will be main- 
ly European. Messrs. Clarke will 
probably build various sections of 
the line themselves, but contracts for 
the other sections will be awarded 
to sub-contractors. The route from 
Edmonton will run north by east a 
distance of 125 miles to a point west 
of Lake La Biche, thence in an al- 
most straight line to Fort McMurray. 
It is also reported to baild a branch 
line of thirty miles to the rich farming 
lands in the Lake La Biche country.” 


Season’s Rush to West Beginning. 

Winnipeg.—The immigration — pros- 
pects for the present season promise 
!n record influx of new settlers particu: 
llarly from the northern and central 
States. The government's immigra- 
tion agent at St. Paul is receiving an 
average of more than a hundred en-
